THE  TRANSITION  TO  THE  SERIES  OF  1902 

Well  before  the  end  of  1901,  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  had  to  be  aware  that,  similar  to  1882,  a new  issue 
or  series  of  national  bank  notes  would  be  needed  in  early  1902.  Some  of  the 
successor  banks  had  been  organized  in  early  1882,  and  had  received  Series  of 
1882  notes  since  their  chartering  in  1882.  Successor  banks  had  replaced 
earlier,  expiring  banks,  usually  with  the  same  title.  As  these  banks  were 
organized  under  the  Act  of  June  3,  1864,  they  could  extend  their  charters 
under  the  Act  of  July  12,  1882.  Such  extensions  did  not  require  any  new 
legislation.  As  mentioned  previously,  after  extension  under  the  1882  Act, 
banks  were  required  to  issue  new  circulating  notes,  readily  distinguishable 
from  previous  issues. 

It  seems  that  during  1901-02,  based  on  the  precedent  established  in  1882, 
the  Comptroller  had  been  planning  well  ahead  to  produce  a new  series  of 
notes.  Apparently,  by  very  early  1902,  the  new  Series  of  1902  designs  were 
ready,  and  the  Comptroller  decided  to  issue  this  new  series  to  all  new  banks, 
beginning  with  Charter  6100,  "The  Paintsville  National  Bank  of  Paintsville, 
KY."  This  bank  was  chartered  on  January  20,  1902,  the  same  day  as  Charter 
6099,  "The  First  National  Bank  of  Volga,  SD."  However,  Charter  6099 
received  Series  of  1882  notes  throughout  its  first  twenty-year  issuing  period 
and  was  the  highest-numbered  charter  to  receive  these  notes. 

Charter  2707,  "The  First  National  Bank  of  Detroit,  MI,"  the  successor 
bank  to  Charter  97,  was  the  earliest  bank  organized  in  1882,  that  had 
received  Series  of  1882  notes  for  its  initial  issuing  period.  As  this 
replacement  bank  had  been  organized  on  February  1,  1882,  it  would  have  to 
extend  its  charter  on  February  2,  1902.  In  addition.  Charter  2656,  "The  First 
National  Bank  of  Washington,  IA,"  organized  on  March  13,  1882,  was  the 
lowest  charter-numbered  new  bank  that  had  initially  received  Series  of  1882 
notes. 
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The  Comptroller  must  have  also  decided  in  early  1902,  that  all  banks 
extending  for  the  first  time,  from  Charter  2656  and  up,  would  receive  these 
new  Series  of  1902  notes  after  extension,  regardless  of  the  series  of  notes 
they  had  previously  issued.  The  Comptroller  probably  made  such  a decision 
well  before  the  Charter  2656  bank  liquidated  on  its  expiration  date,  March 
13,  1902.  During  the  earlier  series  transition  in  1882,  there  had  been  a 
mixing  of  the  series  notes  issued  to  new  banks  for  a period  of  several  months. 
In  contrast,  in  1902,  specific  charter  numbers  were  selected  after  which,  new 
or  extended  banks  would  receive  the  new  Series  of  1902  issues.  Notice,  all 
surviving  charters  preceding  Charter  2656  received  Series  of  1875  notes  prior 
to  their  first  extension  and  Series  of  1882  notes  after  extension.

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BANKS  THAT  SKIPPED  THE  SERIES  OF  1882  ISSUES 


The  decision  to  issue  Series  of  1902  notes  to  all  banks  that  extended  in 
1902,  from  Charter  2656  and  up,  resulted  in  forty  banks,  between  Charters 
2657  and  2767,  being  switched  directly  from  Series  of  1875  to  Series  of  1902 
Red  Seal  notes  upon  extension.  None  of  these  forty  banks  ever  issued  Series 
of  1882  notes.  All  these  banks  had  been  organized  between  December  31, 
1881,  (Charter  2749,  Houlton,  ME)  and  July  31,  1882,  (Charter  2767,  San 
Angelo,  TX),  and  chartered  between  April  10,  1882,  (Charter  2657, 
Watertown,  NY)  and  August  17,  1882,  (again  Charter  2767).  This  provides 
another  excellent  example  of  why  the  term  "charter  period"  is  neither  accurate 
nor  useful.  Notice  on  Table  3,  that  Charter  2749  is  the  earliest  extended  bank 
to  receive  Series  of  1902  notes.  All  banks  that  extended  prior  to  January  1, 
1902  received  Series  of  1875  notes  before  and  Series  of  1882  after  extension. 
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5.  A Series  of  1875  note  and  a Series  of  1902  Red  Seal  from  Charter 
2657.  This  bank  issued  Series  of  1875  notes  from  1882  to  1902,  and  then

THE  EARLIEST  SERIES  OF  1902  NOTES 

On  March  17,  1902,  the  Comptroller  received  the  first  deliveries  of  Series 
of  1902  notes.  They  included  120  Red  Seal  10-10-10-20  sheets  for  Charter 
6100,  Paintsville,  KY.  On  the  same  day,  the  Comptroller  also  received 
shipments  of  300  10-10-10-20  sheets  for  Charter  6105,  "The  American 
National  Bank  of  Waynesburg,  PA,"  and  Charter  6109,  "The  First  National 
Bank  of  Swissvale,  PA."  Just  five  days  later,  on  March  22,  1902,  the 
Comptroller  received  the  first  10-10-10-20  sheets  for  an  extended  bank. 
Charter  2749,  "The  First  National  Bank  of  Houlton,  ME,"  followed  on  March 
25,  by  the  same  denomination  sheets  for  Charter  2661,  "The  Millerton 
National  Bank,  Millerton,  NY."  Notice  that  both  of  these  banks  had  been 
issuing  Series  of  1875  notes  from  1882  until  the  1902  extensions.  The  first 
delivery  to  the  Comptroller  for  a bank  that  previously  had  issued  Series  of 
1882  notes  occurred  on  March  26,  1902.  This  was  the  delivery  of  10-10-10- 
20  sheets  for  Charter  2663,  "The  State  National  Bank  of  Maysville,  KY." 
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Notice  on  Table  3,  Charter  2707,  "The  First  National  Bank  of  Detroit, 
MI,"  was  the  first  bank  extended  that  had  previously  issued  Series  of  1882 
notes  and  would  require  a new  issue.  On  March  29,  1902,  the  Comptroller 
received  the  first  delivery  for  this  bank.  The  note  illustrated  is  from  that 
delivery  of  10-10-10-20  Series  of  1902  Red  Seal  sheets.  The  February  2, 
1902,  plate  date  on  the  Charter  2707  note  is  the  earliest  plate  date  on  Series 
of  1902  notes  for  a bank  that  had  previously  issued  Series  of  1882  notes. 
Notice  also,  on  the  illustrations  that  follow  of  the  first  pages  of  the 
Comptroller  ledgers,  the  earliest  deliveries  of  Series  of  1902  notes  were  for  a 
group  of  new  banks  in  the  6100  charter  number  range.  Deliveries  to  banks  in 
the  2600  and  2700  charter  number  ranges  (that  were  extending  for  the  first 
time  under  the  Act  of  July  12,  1882)  appear  later  on  each  page. 
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9.  A very  early  Series  of  1902  Red  Seal  note  from  Charter  2707,  with  a 
plate  date  of  Feb.  2,  1902,  the  bank’s  extension  date. 
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10.  Page  1 of  the  Comptroller's  Ledger,  showing  receipt  of  the  earliest 
deliveries  of  10-10-10-20  Series  of  1902  Red  Seal  sheets,  by  Treasury  serial 
number. 
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On  April  18,  1902,  the  Comptroller  received  the  first  5-5-5-5  sheets  of 
Series  of  1902  Red  Seal  notes.  These  sheets  were  for  Charter  6118,  "The 
First  National  Bank  of  Litchfield,  MN."  By  April  29,  1902,  the  Comptroller 
had  received  the  first  nineteen  deliveries  of  Series  of  1902  5-5-5-5  sheets. 
These  were  for  nineteen  different  new  banks  in  the  Charter  6100  to  6175 
range.  The  seventh  of  these  deliveries,  on  April  23,  was  for  Charter  6136, 
"The  First  National  Bank  of  Benton,  EL,"  including  the  note  illustrated. 
Following  were  four  deliveries  on  April  30, 1902,  for  four  different  banks  that 
had  extended  for  the  first  time.  One  of  these  deliveries  included  the  note 
illustrated  here  from  Charter  2668,  "The  Second  National  Bank  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  NY."  The  first  Series  of  1902  50-100  sheets  were  delivered  on 
September  9,  1902,  for  Charter  2670,  "The  First  National  Bank  of  Chicago, 
EL."

THE  ACT  OF  APRIL  12,  1902 


On  April  12,  1902,  an  Act  was  signed  into  law  allowing  for  a second 
twenty-year  extension  of  national  bank  charters.  This  Act  simply  provided 
for  an  additional  twenty-year  extension  under  the  same  terms  as  the  1882  Act. 
In  this  instance,  the  Act  was  passed  more  than  three  months  before  the 
expiration  date  of  the  earliest  bank  extended  under  the  1882  Act.  This  bank 
was  Charter  36,  "The  First  National  Bank  of  Findlay,  OH,"  whose  extended 
expiration  date,  under  the  1882  Act,  was  July  14,  1902.

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THE  EARLIEST  BANKS  EXTENDED  UNDER  THE  1902  ACT 


Charter  36  became  the  first  bank  extended  under  both  the  1882  Act  and 
the  1902  Act  on  July  15,  1902.  The  next  banks  to  extend  for  a second  time 
under  the  1902  Act  were;  Charter  39,  Towanda,  PA,  on  July  20,  1902, 
Charter  31,  Huntingdon,  PA,  on  July  21,  1902,  Charter  45,  Ellenville,  NY,  on 
July  27,  1902,  and  Charter  60,  Newville,  PA,  on  July  28,  1902.  These  five 
banks  had  all  selected  an  initial  nineteen-year  life  and  had  also  been  the  first 
five  banks  extended  under  the  Act  of  July  12,  1882.  Notice  that  Charter  31 
had  been  the  lowest-numbered  nineteen-year  bank  to  survive  long  enough  in 
1882,  to  extend  after  passage  of  the  Act  of  July  12,  1882.

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THE  SECOND  EXTENSIONS  OF  1863  ACT  BANKS 


Of  the  forty-three  banks  listed  in  Table  1,  “EARLIEST  NATIONAL  BANKS 
EXTENDED  UNDER  THE  ACT  OF  JULY  12,  1882”,  in  Part  Seventeen,  thirty- 
nine  extended  and  were  the  earliest  banks  to  extend  under  the  1902  Act.  Two 
non-survivors  were  Charter  75,  Dansville,  NY,  which  went  into  receivership 
on  September  8,  1887,  and  Charter  87,  New  York  City,  NY,  which  liquidated 
on  May  20,  1897.  In  addition.  Charter  74,  Warren,  Oh,  and  Charter  469, 
Mauch  Chunk,  PA,  both  liquidated  at  the  expiration  of  their  extended  charters 
on  July  30,  1902,  and  December  31,  1902,  respectively. 

The  forty-three  banks  mentioned  above  were  all  organized  originally 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  February  25,  1863.  In  addition  to  the 
thirty-nine  of  these  banks  that  extended  under  the  1902  Act,  another  219 
banks  organized  under  the  1863  Act  extended  their  charters  for  a second  time 
on  February  25-26,  1903.  Therefore,  258  Act  of  1863  banks  extended  under 
the  1902  Act.  Fifty-seven  1863  Act  banks  that  had  extended  under  the  1882 
Act,  including  the  four  mentioned  above,  were  liquidated  or  placed  in 
receivership  by  February  24,  1903.  There  were  twelve  banks  that  liquidated 
at  the  expiration  of  their  charters  on  February  24,  1903. 
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16.  A Series  of  1882  note  from  Charter  74.  This  bank  liquidated  at  the 
expiration  of  its  extended  charter  on  July  30,  1902. 
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The  lowest-charter-number  1863  Act  banks  to  extend  their  charters  on 
February  25,  1883  and  February  25,  1903,  were  Charter  4,  Stamford,  CT,  and 
Charter  6,  Syracuse,  NY.  The  next  lowest  was  Charter  12,  Erie,  PA,  which 
extended  on  February  26,  1883  and  1903.  The  other  nine  banks  listed  in 
Table  2 in  Part  Seventeen,  also  extended  their  charters  for  a second  time  on 
February  25-26,  1903.  The  highest-charter-number  1863  Act  banks  were 
Charter  548,  Jamestown,  NY,  and  Charter  555,  Fond  du  Lac,  WI.  These  two 
banks  also  extended  their  charters  for  a second  time  on  February  25,  1903.  A 
Series  of  1902  note  from  Charter  12,  with  the  Feb.  26,  1903  plate  date  was 
illustrated  in  Part  Thirteen  of  this  series.

Charter  475,  “The  Merchants  National  Bank  of  Boston,  MA,”  was  the 
first  bank  organized  under  the  Act  of  June  3,  1864,  and  became  the  earliest 
1864  Act  bank  to  extend  its  charter  under  both  the  1882  and  1902  Acts.  The 
bank  was  organized  on  June  10,  1864,  and  extended  a second  time  on  June 
11,  1904.  Charter  474,  Greenfield,  MA,  was  the  lowest-numbered  charter 
organized  under  the  1864  Act.  This  bank  survived  and  re-extended  on  June 
24,  1904.

I have  compiled  a WEB  note  census  which  shows  the  confirmed  WEB 
notes  in  three  rarity  catagories.  These  are:  1 to  5 known,  6 to  10  known, 
and  11  to  25  known.  They  are  presented  in  face  / back  plate  combination 
order,  and  then  by  sheet  number  order. 

The  reason  that  sheet  number  order  was  used  is  best  shown  by  an 
example:  There  are  ten  confirmed  1995  A-D  [Run  13]  2-9's.  The  serials 
range  from  a low  of  76  820  031  to  a high  of  82  420  221. 

However,  the  rarity  of  these  ten  2-9  notes  is  very  apparent  in  sheet 
number  order.  The  lowest  sheet  number  so  far  is  20,031 , and  the  highest 
sheet  number  so  far  is  20,461.  Out  of  the  180,000  sheets  of  A-D  WEB's 
produced,  it  appears  that  only  500  sheets  were  2-9's.  This  means  that 
only  16,000  1995  A-D  [Run  13]  2-9's  were  made!
